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Sag Harbor LGBTO+ 
Advocates Targeted, 
Feds Say

A 74-year-old Bayport man was arrested Decem- 
ber 6 after he spent years targeting LGBTQ individu- 
als and organizations — including the Sag Harbor of- 


fice of the Long Island LGBT Network — withthreats a 


to bomb, shoot up and otherwise terrorize the local 
queer community, according to federal prosecutors. 

Robert Fehring allegedly delivered numerous let- 
ters with death threats, used photographs of Pride 
events in his menacing messages, and was found 
to be in possession of two loaded shotguns, several 
rounds of ammunition, a machete dressed up in the 
colors of the American flag, and a DVD titled The 
Underground: Build-Your-Own Silencer System, ac- 
cording to a criminal complaint unsealed in Central 
Islip federal court. 

Fehring was charged with making threats using 
U.S. Mail, and he faces up to five years in prison, if 
convicted. Magistrate Judge Steven I. Locke released 
Fehring on $100,000 bond following his initial court 
appearance. He is restricted to home detention with 
location monitoring, according to prosecutors. He 
is not allowed to have any firearms or “destructive 
devices,” is barred from contacting any of his alleged 
victims and cannot go to the places he is said to have 
targeted. 

According to the complaint, Fehring wrote or sent 
at least 60 letters between June 2013 and Septem- 
ber 2021. One of the letters in the complaint was ad- 
dressed to an unnamed CEO of an “LGBTQ+-affiliat-

ed nonprofit organization in Sag Harbor.” The LGBT 
Network, led by CEO David Kilmnick, has a location 
at 44 Union Street in Sag Harbor (the Old Whalers’ 
Church) — and in a written statement to ABC7, Kilm- 


nick acknowledged receiving threats. 


“Better be ready to meet your end if you show up at 
Eisenhower on Sunday,” the letter to Kilmnick stat- 
ed, referring to a Pride event over the summer. “It’s 
a great place to unload a high-powered rifle bullet 
from a distance, that can go right through your gay 
face. You were warned ... pay the price if you want. 
They can call you a martyr. We can call you ... gone.” 

Kilmnick told ABC7 that his organization has been 
reporting “these incidents” for six years.

law,” Kilmnick said. “We are relieved that years of 
fear, pain and angst caused by these letters may have 
come to a close, however, this individual’s actions 
reaffirm the very real threats faced by our com- 
munity and the work that still needs to be done. 
We are hopeful that justice will finally be served 
and a dangerous individual is no longer free to ter- 
rorize our community with extreme hate, bias and 
violence.” : 

Feds said an envelope postmarked June 16 of this 
year was delivered to that same CEO with a fake 
Newsday newspaper with a headline that read, 
“F** fest bust!!”

Riverhead Schools ‘Cyber Incident, Spoofed Police Robocall Probed

A “cyber incident” has Riverhead School District of- 
ficials reeling from a staff data breach and Riverhead 
Town Police warn that a related robocall purporting to 
come from the department is an imposter. 

School officials said on Friday that it was experi- 
encing an internet and email outage that the district 
later attributed to a cyber incident. Then on Monday, 
Riverhead police said it received reports of a robocall 
about the incident falsely claiming to have come from 
the department. 

“Our technology department, with assistance from 
technology consultants, worked diligently over the 
weekend to restore as much of our technology as pos- 
sible in light of the recent cyber incident,” Augustine 
Tornatore, superintendent of the district, said in a let- 
ter to the community. “We are not aware of any com- 
promise of student data at this time. We are grateful to 
our technology department and consultants that have 
been doing everything possible so that we can utilize 
technology with as much normalcy during this chal- 


lenging situation.” : 

The breach comes as school districts increasingly 
fall victim to hackers using ransomware — a malicious 
computer virus that holds files hostage unless the dis- 
trict pays the hackers — as vulnerable school systems 
were used for widespread remote learning amid the 
coronavirus pandemic. Riverhead officials have not 


indicated receiving a request for ransom, and not all © 


of its systems are down. 
“Currently, Outlook email is not accessible,” Torna- 
tore said. “If you need to contact a staff member, please 


call the appropriate school or office. Google applica- 


tions including student Gmail accounts and exten- 


sions including Clever, SeeSaw and Google Classroom.

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Southold ZBA OKs Plan for The Enclaves

The proposed North Fork hotel known as The En- 
claves received conditional approval to move forward 
with development after a majority of the Southold 
Town Zoning Board of Appeals voted for the plan. — 

The hotel’s developers had submitted a request for 
special exemption to convert an existing two-story 
home into a 74-seat restaurant and construction of a 
44-unit boutique hotel with four detached cottages 
on a nearly 7-acre lot located at 56655 Main Road in 
Southold. The ZBA approved on December 2 the re- 
quest by a vote of 4~1, with former New York State As- 
semblywoman Patricia Acampora the lone opponent, 


but the approval came with conditions, such as limit- 
ing event attendance to less than 100 people. 

As Dan’s Papers reported following a lengthy public 
hearing on the proposal in October, the proposed hotel 
and restaurant would replace the former Hedges bed 
and breakfast, would host no outdoor events or out- 
door amplified music and would have an on-site sew- 
age treatment plant. The Enclaves is an as-of-right- 
development, a permitted use that does not require 
variances. During the hearing, critics raised concerns 
about traffic the hotel would bring, while proponents 
touted its economic benefits. 

Jonathan Tibbet, who proposed the hotel, declined 
to comment. 


CNN Cans Chris 
Cuomo over Role in 
Brother’s Scandal

CNN fired its top-rated anchor, Southampton resi- 
dent Chris Cuomo, on December 4 following revela- 
- tions he used his sources to counter coverage of the 
sex scandal that ended the career of his brother, dis- 
graced ex-Gov. Andrew Cuomo. 

The Cuomo Prime Time host was initially suspend- 
ed after New York Attorney General Letitia James 
— a Democratic gubernatorial primary hopeful — re- 
leased texts and other messages showing he sought to 
use his own sources in news media outlets to find out 
which reporters were covering allegations that the for- 
mer governor sexually harassed 11 women, as well as 
information about the accusers. 

“We retained a respected law firm to conduct the re- 
view and have terminated him, effective immediately,” 
CNN said in a statement days after suspending him 
“pending further evaluation of new information that 


came to light about his involvement with his brother’s 
defense.” 

Andrew Cuomo was forced to step down as gover- 
nor in August after women alleged the former gover- 
nor committed sexual misconduct. He has denied any 
wrongdoing and has reportedly been akin out in the 
Hamptons ever since. 

Cuomo, who hosted CNN’s odiieatshed prime 
time news show, had admitted in May he breached 
some of the network’s rules in advising his brother 


“how to handle the allegations from a public relations 


perspective. He also pledged not to report on the case 
on air. He later expressed regret over his firing. 

“The way my time ended at CNN was hard,” he 
tweeted Monday, adding that he ended his radio show, 
too. “While I have a thick skin, I also have a family, 
for whom the past week has been extraordinarily diffi- 
cult. So, right now, I have to take a step back and focus 
on what comes next.” 

In journalism it is considered a breach of ethics to 
use one’s position to advocate for a personal cause 
or to conduct investigations for personal reasons. A 
criminal complaint charging Andrew Cuomo with a 
misdemeanor sex offense was filed on Oct. 29 in an 
upstate New York court.

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The Montauk Lighthouse

fter the United States achieved 

independence, President George 
Washington thought to build a light- 
house at Montauk Point. Advised 
by Ezra LHommedieu, a member 
of the Second Continental Congress 
and a prominent Southold lawyer 
and friend, Washington ordered 
plans drawn up and_ permission 
obtained from Congress, in 1792. 
LHommedieu told Congress that 
a third of all the country’s imports 
were coming into New York and 
they needed this lighthouse. Next, 
a builder, John McComb Jr., had 
horse-drawn wagons haul in heavy 
blocks of sandstone from Connecti- 
cut and set them up in a pile about 
400 feet from the edge of the cliff. 

After five months, the octagonal 
lighthouse was completed. It stood 
80 feet high. Walls at the base 13 feet 
underground were 9 feet thick and, 
up at the top, 3 feet thick. In April 
1797, a local keeper carried eight 
lanterns up an interior metal spiral 
staircase to the glass enclosure on 
the top floor, filled them with whale 
oil and lit the wicks, starting the 
shining of this lighthouse which con- 
tinues to this day. 

Of course, the oil in those 
lanterns needed to be re- 
freshed daily. For that to 
happen, a small dwelling 
was built and attached to 
the lighthouse to become 
home for this keeper and his 
family. Alone there and six hours 
away by horse and buggy from civi- 
lization, the family grew their own 
vegetables, canned fruit, raised live- 
stock and caught fish to survive on 
their own. When a keeper retired, 
usually his son would take over. This 
kept up for more than 100 years. 

Over time, ever larger lanterns were 
brought up top. In 1860, a special 
French lens with the light powered 
by kerosene was hauled up. It stood 
12 feet high and weighed more than 
10,000 pounds. To accommodate it,

the top of the lighthouse was 
extended upward another 
30 feet. In 1873, a fog 
horn was added, its pow- 
erful moan audible for 
miles from inside a small 
outbuilding powered by 
steam. 
Numerous shipwrecks on the 
rocks or cliffs nearby occurred over 
the years. The keeper and his family 
rescued when they could, drove off 
in the wagon to get help when they 
could not. In one instance, the ap- 
pearance of a newly built light from a 
lighthouse beacon in Hampton Bays 
confused a ship’s captain in an off- 
shore ice storm into thinking it was 
the Montauk Point Light. He then 
ordered his crew to sail around Mon- 
tauk, a misadventure resulting in a 
full-force crash into the beach and 


cliffs at Ditch Plains that killed about 
30 people on board. 

During World War II, the U. S. 
Army took over operation of the Mon- 
tauk Lighthouse as part of its East- 
ern Coast Defense Shield against the 
Germans. The keeper and his family 
left, never to return. In 1946, with the 
war over, the Navy turned the place 
over to the Coast Guard, which sta- 
tioned a small crew in the dwelling. 

Incredibly, in- 1967, the Coast 
Guard considered having the light- 
house torn down. They saw it as a 
belt-tightening measure. The . cliff 
was eroding and the lighthouse was 
now less than 46 feet from the edge. 
The Coast Guard would construct 
a new steel tower 1,000 feet inland 
and operate its light remotely. At the 
time, this young reporter, as founder 
of Dan’s Papers, organized protests

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to stop this. Some 3,000 people stood 
vigil on one occasion. 1,500 did on 
another. A year later, the Coast Guard 
rescinded its-order. 

The protests sparked Giorgina 
Reid, a young woman from Rocky 
Point, Long Island, to personally 
go out to the lighthouse with volun- 
teers every Sunday and, with Coast 
Guard permission, build terracing 
on the cliff face to stop the erosion. 
They did that for nearly 20 years 
and the erosion ceased. In 1996, 
the Coast Guard handed the build- 
ing over to the Montauk Historical 
Society, which runs the lighthouse 
as a museum to this day, with the 
Coast Guard operating a powerful 
290,000-candlepower airport bea- 
con up top remotely. One room in 
the museum is donated entirely to 
Giorgina Reid.

Seeking Shelter: East End YIMBY Rallies 
for More Affordable Housing —

Longtime local residents priced out of their East 
End homes. Immigrants fearing job loss for expos- 
ing exploitative landlords. College graduates who go 
down the Brain Drain — the trend of young college 
graduates moving away instead of becoming their 
community’s workforce. 

The people impacted by the housing crunch 
squeezing folks from the Hamptons and North Fork 
spans age, race and income, but advocates say the 
trend has reached critical mass after the coronavi- 
rus pandemic caused real estate prices to skyrocket 
over the past two years as housing demand outpaced 
supply. Rallying in support of more affordable hous- 
ing being built in the Twin Forks area to help ease 
the crisis, advocates took to the streets — or Long 
Wharf in Sag Harbor, as it were. 

“Fight, fight, fight, housing is a right,” ralliers 


chanted on December 4 at the village waterfront 
during an East End YIMBY, which stands for Yes In 
My Backyard — the opposite of the NIMBY crowd 
who say “no” to developments in their communities. 
“What do we want? Housing! When do we want it? 
Now!” 

The issue is so pronounced that New York State re- 
cently enacted the Peconic Bay Region Community 
Housing Fund Act that will give the five East End 
towns the ability to raise money for affordable hous- 
ing in a similar way to how money is raised for the 
successful Community Preservation Fund, through 
a real estate transfer tax, once the towns pass lo- 
cal legislation advancing the measure. The trend of 
wealthy New York City residents fleeing to the East 
End to avoid the pandemic fueled the price surge, 
and punctuated the need for the law after the prior 
administration vetoed an earlier attempt at passage. 

“I think as long as I’ve been involved in govern- 


ment and politics on the East End, affordable hous- 
ing has been a major issue, and the pandemic only 
exacerbated it and brought it to crisis proportions,” 
New York State Assemblyman Fried W. Thiele Jr. 
(I-Sag Harbor), who authored the legislation, told 
Behind The Hedges. f 

The community itself is at stake, advocates warn. 

“The ability to sustain a resort community without 
local workers is not possible,” said Ellen Dioguardi, 
the recording secretary of the Sag Harbor Chamber 
of Commerce. “The ability to sustain the kind of 
community that many of us cherish here without 
teachers and police officers and office workers and 
restaurant workers and retail staff able to live and 
work within that community is not possible.” 

As Dan’s Papers has reported, local employers 
have expressed concerns that the housing crunch 
is contributing to the staffing shortages impacting 
the hospitality industry since the area’s real estate 
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prices have outpaced the pay rates for such jobs. And 
some of those who have stayed are hanging on by a 
thread, advocates say. 

Minerva Perez, executive director of OLA of East- 
ern Long Island (Organizacion Latino-Americana), 
a group that advocates for the Hispanic immigrant 
community in the region, says residents paying ex- 
orbitant rent to live in squalor is commonplace in the 
shadows of the Hamptons McMansions command- 
ing record sales prices in recent years. 

“Nearly all of the clients and community members 
that we are working with right now are suffering 
through and trying to navigate ..; some degree of 
housing exploitation,” she told the crowd at the rally. 
“And I don’t use (the word) ‘exploitation’ loosely. I 
say it as the result of threats that people are expe- 
riencing, astronomical] rent hikes without any kind 
of notice, the denial of fixing things that are really 
egregiously wrong, like heating that’s broken, like 
roofing that’s caving in. 

“People are living in these squalid conditions be- 


cause there is no other place to go,” she continued. 


“And they’re saying, ‘Don’t tell anyone that the (roof) 
is caving in, I need to keep my kids in the school dis- 
trict. I need to keep my job. I'll get a tarp. I'll make it 
work. And I'll pay $3,500 a month.” 

Some of the pushback on proposed affordable

housing projects comes from the perception that it 
will increase crime in the community. But the ste- 


_reotype doesn’t match reality, proponents say. Da- 


vid Gallo, CEO of Jericho-based affordable housing 
developer Georgica Green Ventures, LLC, pointed 
to some of his projects, which include the recently 
opened 116-unit Riverview Lofts in downtown Riv- 
erhead, Sandy Hollow Cove Apartments and Speonk 
Commons, a 66-unit scattered site development, 
with 28 units in Southampton and 38 transit-orient- 


ed units in Speonk. 

“I often say, ‘It’s not your grandfather’s affordable 
housing,” Gallo told the crowd. “We work really 
hard on the quality.” 

Such developments have a positive qualitative im- 
pact as well, he added. 

“Diversity of race, diversity of income, diversity of 
age makes our community better and our children 
smarter,” he said. 

What happens when those kids grow up remains 
a challenge. The Brain Drain trend siphoning off the 
region’s young professionals that would be next to 
work and raise families in the community has been 
an issue for long before the pandemic. But it’s not 
getting any better. 

“Our kids are going away ... getting degrees and 
they can’t come home,” said Bonnie Cannon, execu- 
tive director at Bridgehampton Child Care & Recre- 
ational Center and chair of the Southampton Hous- 
ing Authority. “Our families are being disbursed. 
The kids want to come home but they have no place 
to live. We have to do better, we have to come togeth- 
er, we have to continue to fight, not only here, but 
everywhere on eastern Long Island.”

A ‘Homebuyer’s Holy Grail, the Least Expensive 
Homes in the Most Expensive Hamptons Zip Codes

i ae Hamptons posted six hamlets on Proper- 
tyShark’s recent list of the 100 most expensive 

ie : . 
zip codes in the country. It begs the question: What is 
on the low-end of a high-end market? 

Analysts from Point2, an online real estate 
marketplace and sister division to Proper- 
tyShark “set out to discover a homebuyer’s 
Holy Grail, the least expensive homes in 
the most expensive zip codes,” as writer 
Andra Hopulele put it in the study of 
the data found by the analysts. 

“When it comes to our homes, now 
more than ever, we want it all: Amazing 
location, plenty of square footage, and a 
price tag that doesn’t look like the owner mis- 
placed a comma,’ the Point2 report says. “But most 
homebuyers already know that this golden triad of 
optimum space, great location and affordable price 
is as elusive as it is desirable.” 

Affordability is all relative, and, as those of us in 
the Hamptons well know, even the low end is often 
not all that affordable.. 

Sagaponack’s 11962 was named the most expen- 
sive zip code in New York State and the third most 
expensive overall in PropertyShark’s list. What’s 
the least expensive property on the market? A home 
at 446 Toppings Path is now asking $1.2 million — 
it was asking $1.4 million at the time the data was 
collected. No matter, it is well below the $5 million 
median sale price for the zip code. 

The 0.63-acre property is located north-of-the- 
highway and well outside of the Village of Sagapo- 
nack. The 1,500-square-foot home is listed with 
Realmart Realty. According to the listing on Zillow, 
the three-bedroom, one-bath home is just three 
miles to Sagg Main Beach in one direction and three 
miles north to the Village of Sag Harbor. It does also 
come with a pool. 


WATER MILL 

Water Mill’s 11976 was listed as 13th on the list of 
the most expensive places with a median sale price 
of $3.745 million. A home at 1 Farmstead Lane in 
that hamlet for $1,795,000 is the least expensive 
listing — but it already has a buyer. The four-bed- 
room, two-bath farmhouse, which is represented 
by Stephanie Melstein of the Corcoran Group, is in 
contract. 

The 0.56-acre home, also north-of-the-highway, 
borders an agricultural reserve to the back with ex- 
pansive farm field views over Blank Lane. The prop- 
erty may not be by the beach, often considered the 
prime location in the Hamptons, but it is a beautiful 


spot.

BRIDGEHAMPTON 

The least expensive property on this entire list 
can be found in Bridgehampton, even though the 
11932 zip code came in 3ist of the most expen- 
sive zip codes in the country. The property at 282 
Bridgehampton Sag Harbor Turnpike, just north of 

-the train tracks, is listed at $799,000. 

Meanwhile, 11932’s median sales 
price of $2,963,000. 

The older cottage, which has been 
renovated, is just 800 square feet 
with two bedrooms and one bath- 
room and sits on 0.77-acre. A bo- 
nus is that there is the rare ability 

to build another home on this prop- 
erty. Linda Kouzoujian of the Corcoran 
Group has the listing. _ 


WAINSCOTT 

Over in Wainscott, a home at 21 Bathgate Road 
holds the title of the least expensive listing. While 
the 11975 zip code’s median sale price is $2.75 mil- 
lion and it came in at 34th on the list, this home is 
being offered at $1.295 million. 

“This property has a lot to offer. The house, which 
is a throwback 1970s split level, had its sister re- 
cently sell at 11 Bathgate,” says Sarah Minardi of 
Saunders & Associates. “These two properties abut 
one another, although they are accessed from dif- 
ferent ‘Bathgate Roads.’ The location of 21 Bathgate, 
in particular, is more private and prestigious, with 
only two homes on the lane. — 

The 2,185-square-foot home has four bedrooms 
and two baths. It is currently rented for $4,750 per 
month, plus utilities and services. “While the ten- 
ant is month-to-month so as to allow for the house 
to be delivered vacant, purchasing the property as 
an investment with the tenant remaining in-house 
allows the new owner the ability to figure out next 
steps while still enjoying the passive income from 
excellent tenants,” Minardi explains.

The one-bedroom, one-bath unit 
is located at Ocean Colony Beach and Tennis Club 
at 2004 Montauk Highway. The lower level unit in 
“Dunes West” has private views of the dunes abut- 
ting the Atlantic Ocean from the private sundeck.

What is the name of this festive piece, and 
what inspired it?

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Gene Casey Expands 
His Roots with New 
Digital Holiday Single

hen New York venues were forced to close in 

March 2020, local musicians were forced to 
either adapt to a suddenly virtual world or hang up 
their instruments and look for a new income stream. 
This seemed like a tall order for Southold-based 
roots rocker Gene Casey, whose heart was largely in 
the vinyl era, but with support from his community, 
he was able to leap into the online realm with a suc- 
cessful virtual concert series and his first digital- 
exclusive single, “Here Come the Holidays.” 

When the world halted last spring and all of 
Casey’s gigs were postponed or canceled, he was un- 
sure what he could possibly do. Live shows were out 
of the question and virtual concerts seemed point- 
less — too strange and unfamiliar to try to navigate. 

“Last year was really bizarre, surreal like a long 
Twilight Zone episode,” he says. “You always told 
yourself and other musicians would tell each other, 
‘Don’t worry about the record business, there al- 
ways will be live gigs so don’t worry about it. Who 
would've thought that would be in danger, too?” 

Then Dawn Manwaring of the Cutchogue-New 
Suffolk Library contacted Casey to offer a proposi-

tion: Several East End 
libraries were looking 
to joint-sponsor a Face- 
book Live concert se- 
ries, and it was his if he 
wanted it. He nervously 
agreed. 

The first scheduled 
concert was a_ train 
wreck because, of 
course, he lost internet 
20 minutes before show- 
time. This seemed to 
confirm his doubts, but 
his wife Heather helped 
him push through. With 
her technical support, 
the next show was a 
smashing success and 
opened Casey’s eyes to 
the fans and community 
who were still there — singing along, dancing and 
wishing him well. He was left “humbled, grateful 
and happy” reading the touching comments by hun- 
dreds of viewers. 

“It took me awhile to get comfortable doing online 
shows,” Casey admits, noting that he often has to 
be dragged “kicking and screaming” to get onboard 
with the latest technology. “It’s weird, you’re speak- 
ing to a little camera or phone and trying to talk to 
how many people out there, but I got used to it and 
enjoyed it after a while.” 

Once venues began to reopen, Casey, like many 
other artists, didn’t look back to virtual shows, as the 
call of live shows with his band, The Lone Sharks, 
was too great. However, he’s happy to have developed 
the skill in the case of closings and cancelations due 
to Omicron or other COVID-19 variants. 

“There’s nothing like playing in front of people, 
and my music — even what I call my sensitive singer- 
songwriter stuff — is very accessible and meant to be 
heard and played live,” he says. 

Casey’s venture into the digital world did more 
than hone his webcam crooning; it also helped him 
come to terms with the state of modern music listen- 
ing habits. Physical albums are out, digital singles 
are in. 

“I grew up in the album era — 12-inch vinyl, and, 
yeah, the single, but you got into albums and they 
had a theme or a vibe about them. And I still think 
that way, but in today’s market, I have to keep it sim- 
ple,” he says, adding that the pandemic put a pause 
on his practice of printing 500 to 1,000 albums to 
sell at gigs for gas and other expenses. 

With albums out of his mind, Casey turned his 
focus to digital singles, which presented a new chal- 
lenge for the singer-songwriter. “Not every song is a 
natural single,” he says. “This is my two and a half 
minutes, and I really have to make sure it’s well-do- 
ne. I feel like the discipline and restrictions placed

on me as a writer make me think this has really got 
to be good because it’s a single.” 

He decided to begin writing a holiday single 
around this time last year, which was a departure 
from the vibe of his other music at the time. “During 
the pandemic, most of the songs I’ve written have 
been kind of moody and introspective,” he says. 
“Here Come the Holidays,” in contrast, is “unpreten- 
tious and fun.” 

Released on Spotify and other streaming services 
on November 11, 2021, “Here Come the Holidays” 
is a rocking good time with Casey’s smooth, lively 
vocals, jingling bells, a strong beat by Lone Sharks 
drummer Chris Ripley and accompanying bass by 
Nancy Atlas Project. guitarist Johnny Blood, who 
also co-produced the festive single. Casey describes 
it as a “wall of sound production ... with all the bells 
and whistles.” 

“Here Come the Holidays” drew in near-immediate 
positive feedback on social media, in local newspa- 
pers and over the airwaves as more and more radio 
stations across the U.S. picked up the song. “I still 
like the fact that there’s a human being putting on a 
record or at least pressing a button,” Casey notes of 
his endearment to radio. “It’s an actual relationship 
you have with the person on the other end.” 

Looking back on his initially reluctant entry into 
digital concerts and song releases, Casey can see the 
fruits of stepping out of his comfort zone and adapt- 
ing to the post-pandemic world. “I’ve been encour- 
aged that maybe it’s time I can let go of how I grew 
up with music,” he says. “Thinking outside my little 
box is actually paying off for me, and I’m enjoying

Pipian Rojo Ingredients: 
(yields 58 oz) 

3 oz Garlic, peeled 

11 oz Sesame seeds 

12 pe Cloves 

9 oz Dry guajillo peppers 

5 oz Dry ancho peppers 

12 grams Dry chile de arbol peppers 
8 oz Peanuts 

6 grams Mexican cinnamon 


Pipian Rojo Procedure: 

1. Toast sesame seeds and peanuts. 

2. Remove seeds and toast all dry pep- 
pers in a dry pan over medium heat un- 
til they start to blister, approximately 5 
minutes. 

3. Roast garlic in a dry pan over medium 
heat until they start to darken, approxi- 


mately 5 minutes. 

4. Put all toasted dry peppers in a bowl 
with warm water, let it soak for 1 min- 
utes, strain and puree with the rest of 
the ingredients in a blender. 

5. Cook puree in a heavy-gauge pot for 
approximately 30 minutes over low heat. 
6. Season with salt and pepper to taste.

3. Warm up chicken stock and mix 
into Maseca mixture.

3. Soak corn leaves in warm water for 
20 minutes, until soft. 

4. Dry corn leaves and stuff into a tight- 
ly wrapped pillow. 

5. Steam 55 minutes, over medium 
heat. 

6. Remove from steam, unwrap and put 
on plate with additional pipian sauce.

“The pandemic created a surge in popularity and 
interest in local food, so we knew we had to bring 
back the indoor market, and we are thrilled about 
this location,” East End Food Institute Executive 
Director Kate Fullam says, noting that the market 
building was “a perfect canvas” for Hoblin to “show- 
case the bounty inside.” 

Centrally located for day trippers and area resi- 
dents from both the Hamptons and North Fork, the 
East End Food Market now presents the community

with off-season access to local goods and foodstuffs, 
which is especially important during the colder 
months when popular area farmers markets are 
closed for the winter.

2020 Suhru Teroldego 


BY LINDA DELMONICO PRUSSEN 


t’s always fun and exciting to sample unfamiliar 

varietals. In the case of the 2020 Suhru Terol- 
dego, it’s not only fun and exciting, but also deli- 
cious. Almost 98% of teroldego is produced in Italy. 
It’s produced in the northern part of the country, 
mostly in the mountainous Trentino wine region. 
But there is some teroldego grown much closer to 
home, right here on Long Island’s East End. And the 
wine produced by this grape is scrumptious. 

The 2020 Surhu Teroldego is a lusciously soft yet 
delectably fruity wine. Teroldego has been com- 
pared by some to a zinfandel-type wine because of 
its spicy fruit notes and soft tannins, but upon DNA 
examination, it is a parent grape of syrah. : 

According to Suhru Wines winemaker Russell 
Hearn, “Southold Cellars produced two vintages 
of wine at Premium Wine Group where I first saw 
this varietal made. We have enjoyed drinking wines

from the Alto Adige region personally over the years, 
so when this vineyard changed hands and became 
available to lease, it made obvious sense to produce 
it in 2019 and again from the 2020 vintage. Terol- 
dego is dark, lush and has very supple tannins, well- 
suited to poultry and stronger fish from our waters.” 

This wine can also easily pair with red meats and 
red pasta dishes, as well as dark chocolate. The notes 
of raspberry, cherry and anise make this a most 
pleasant after-dinner sipping wine. 

The 2020 Suhro Teroldego is aged eight months in 
50% American and 50% French oak to enhance its 
mouth feel. French oak is known to impart more of 
a silky mouth feel, and American oak is said to im- 
part a creamier feel. Both work beautifully to gently 
soften this wine. 

The 2020 Suhro Teroldego retails for $30.

As we approach the celebrations of light during 
this holiday season, I’m reminded that our festive 
lights offer us a symbolic message during this dark 
time of year. The winter solstice approaches, and 
each night the world grows persistently darker. The 
waning of sunlight gives rise to individuals becoming 
light starved. Holiday lights might not be all that bright, 
yet they carry the power to illuminate our lives in profound 
ways. One of the most powerful messages of this season is that we aren’t just 

supposed to see light, but rather we are also to be the light. 

God promises Abraham in the biblical book of Genesis that his children will 
be like the stars in the sky (Genesis 15). This is not a quantitative statement, 
but a a qualitative one. We are to be like the stars in the sky, bringing light to 
places of vast darkness. Stars do not fill the void of the darkness in the sky. 
Each speck of light covers only a tiny fraction of the blackness above, but they 
nonetheless help us navigate the world around us — they are dots of hope and 
joy. We look up at the stars in wonder and amazement, dreaming of something 
bigger than ourselves, some far-off universe, and we often feel something holy. 
We are like the stars in that each person has potential to bring light into the 
world and to brighten the lives of others around them. 

The book of Proverbs reminds us that the soul of each person is a light to 
God (Proverbs 20:27). When we look at the holiday lights, remember that each 
person was created to light up the world. My favorite Chanukah song reminds 
us of our collective potential to light up the world together: “We have come to 
dispel the darkness. In our hands we carry light and fire. Each one of us is a 
small light, but together, we are one steadfast light.” Whether this season you 
are staring at Chanukah or Christmas lights, the message is the same. Don’t 
just look at the lights, be a light.

Last week, I spent several hours stringing little 
lights on the trees and bushes outside of our fam- 
ily home. It was cold outside, and dark — not to 
mention contending with pine needles and bare, 
pokey tree branches. My 12-year-old son was 
proud to be helping with this annual and celebra- 
tory chore. About an hour in, he announced, “It’s cold, 
Dad. Aren’t we done yet?” We pressed on, and at the end 
of the day, our dark, cold driveway was transformed into a wondrous proc- 
lamation of the Christmas season. It was a bit of a struggle, but the light did 
overtake the darkness with a wondrous effect. 

As Christmas and Chanukah approach each year; as the days grow 
shorter and shorter; as the darkness threatens to envelope everything; we 
remember the light. We look to the time when the balance will shift and the 
days will lengthen. Ancient Christian writers referred to the birth of Christ 
as the “dawning of the Sun of Righteousness.” And Christ even referred to 
himself as “the light of the world.”

Our culture has become increasingly skeptical, increasingly self-centered. 
We resist forgiveness and cling to that which divides us, while ignoring our 
commonality and our common challenges. The struggle between the light 
and darkness, represented by the cycle of the seasons, is also an image for 
the struggle within us. 

During this season, when we string our streets with twinkling lights, 
let us also illumine our hearts. As the cold of egocentrism and the prickly 
needles of cancel culture discourage our task, let’s remember to love uncon- 
ditionally, to forgive liberally, to offer kindness without discrimination, and 
to offer thanks for all things. Let us allow God’s love to fill our holiday season 
with spiritual light. It will be worth the effort.

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Ken Goldberg 
Takes Emerson 
Amusements 
into Future

The New Year will mark the 80th 
anniversary of Queens-based second 
generation, market leading company 
Emerson Amusements, run by Hamp- 
tons and New York City resident Ken 
Goldberg. 

From the time he was a youngster, 
Goldberg, the son of the founder, was 
taught how to operate and how to pres- 
ent jukebox music and games by his 
father. Goldberg has never been afraid 
to take on industry challenges, often 
imposed by government, and success- 
fully overcome them with solutions. 

Emerson Amusements and Goldberg 
have emerged to become what is con- 
sidered the largest greater New York 
Metro area vendor for jukebox music, 
games and independent ATM machines 
in bars, taverns, clubs, entertainment 
centers and food establishments. 

In New York State, there are pres- 
ently some 18,000 on-premises loca- 
tions licensed by the State Liquor Au- 
thority, most of which have suffered 
in the past 18 months due to COVID. 
Goldberg believes “bars, taverns and 
clubs combined with restaurants, 
special events centers and leisure fa- 
cilities are trying to make a comeback. 
A number of these establishments re- 
ceived some government assistance. 
However, often government agen- 
cies suffocate economic development 
instead of encouraging this sector's 
vitality. Government agencies like 
the building department, the health 
department, or the liquor authority 
need to be less myopic and insensi- 
tive, playing gotcha. 

“If the business owners in this sec- 
tor: have issues, these agencies need 
to be constructive in facilitating solu- 
tions,” he continues. “Anyone can see 
how many vacant properties and emp- 
ty storefronts have caused negative 
vibes and decay in many New York 


City neighborhoods. Government 
needs to work with these businesses 
so they can flourish. This renewed 
prosperity will translate into more tax 
revenues, more employment/vendor 
opportunities, and more nightlife vi- 
tality for NYC.” 

Goldberg’s equipment and services 
function as the heartbeat of these es- 
tablishments. His company is able to 
apply his decades of experience to a 
bar/tavern/club/entertainment cen- 
ter operation. He understands what 
amusement games, what jukebox 
music or what ATM services will be- 
come effective for a location to gener- 
ate use, to provide an extra purpose 
for the customer to spend time and 
money at the premises, and to bring 
revenue to both Emerson Amuse- 
ments and the location owner. This 
may take the form of a pool table, 
shuffle board, Skee-Ball or a Buck 
Hunter game. 

“There is an abundance of excit- 
ing, intriguing games in 2021, which 
people of all ages and skill sets love to 
play,” he says. 

Goldberg and Emerson have an excel- 
lent, honored reputation among distrib- 
utors and manufacturers who source 
these amusements. For a number of 
years, he has been proactive in creating 
leagues for different amusements. 

“The leagues promote excitement, 
competition and greater interest sur- 
rounding a particular game. Custom- 
ers connected to leagues increase the 
consistency where they visit a certain 
location as a participant of a league,” 
he says. “With music, the jukebox, 
which has been a venerable institution 
for nearly 150 years, has survived the 
test of time for its role in most of my 
locations. Today’s jukebox is nothing 
like years ago. Providing tens of thou- 
sands of music artists and selections, 
with high quality audio and interest- 
ing photos, graphics and video, the

jukebox is an entertainment center 
unto itself. The juke has the capability 
to be displayed on screens throughout 
a premises. The jukebox’s presence in 
a modest bar or tavern automatically 
elevates the location to a new level.” 

When Michael Bloomberg was city 
mayor, locations were given permis- 
sion to present nine games. 

“This initiative brought renewed 
life to many locations,” Goldberg says. 
“It helped economic development. Yet, 
in our post-COVID period, there is so 
much more potential if government 
policy makers are in a cooperative 
mode with the members of our sector. 
I am optimistic that incoming Mayor 
Eric Adams sees this!” 

Goldberg was a prime mover in 
convincing government officials to 
facilitate outdoor dining and beverage 


service. 

“For many business owners in our 
space, it enabled them to stay open 
and survive,” he says. “Again, it is in- 
cumbent on the government to be in a 
cooperative mode to help these busi- 
ness owners, rather than pounce on 
them with penalties, summonses and 
impossible regulations.” 

In addition to his expertise, which 
he is called upon to share with gov- 
ernment officials, his role in NY juke- 
box music makes music artists reach 
out to him. For more than a decade, 
Goldberg has been president of the 
Amusement & Music Owners Asso- 
ciation of New York Inc. He is also 
active in the Greater New York Metro 
Regional ATM Association. His peers 
respect his leadership in fulfilling 
these roles.

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oming Out for the Holidays 


JOY BEHAR ON ABC’S “THE VIEW”

66 Tt’s the Most Wonderful Time of 

the Year” ... or is it? While Andy 
Williams’ voice booms loud and 
cheery through that familiar holiday 
carol, we all know that amidst the 
shopping, tree trimming and holiday 
parties (if there are any with these 
variants), this time of the year can 


be a mixed bag of emotions — anxi- 
ety, sadness and expectations — es- 
pecially if you aren’t “out” to your 
family and friends and you have that 
desire to be closer and to share your 
life with loved ones. 

Right before this past Thanksgiv- 
ing, Joy Behar made waves (it hap- 
pens) and was trending on social 
media after she said on The View 


that closeted LGBTQ+ people should 
use the occasion to “just come out” to 
their families. 
“Everybody out there, come out to 
your family this Thanksgiving,” Be- 
har said, adding, “Just come out ... 
see what happens.” Though modera- 


tor Whoopi Goldberg acted confused ~ 


in the moment, asking, “What do 
you mean? Come through the door?” 
we all know what Behar meant. She 


then reiterated and elaborated on | 


her comments. “No, come out gay. If 
you're gay, come out. Be yourself. I’m 
old enough now. I know that life is 
short,” she said. 

“Come out and be yourself. Don’t 
let anybody tell you what you 
have to be in this life.” The 
audience applauded her. 


come out,” I winced. Why? Horrific 
stories of violence towards LGBTQ+ 
members (the most recent one a 
Long Island man apprehended for 
hate crimes and threats of violence 
targeting the LGBTQ+ community) 
abound. And there is the personal 
prison, that many closeted people

reasons and fears, whether real or 
imagined. 

I am one of those people who jus- 
tified and perpetuated that personal 
prison sentence. 

For many of my adult (and good) 
years, I was very closeted. I get the

One 
Twitter user said, “Many of our fel- 
low community members face real 
threats to their lives if they come out 
to family. If you haven’t been in this 
situation, don’t give us advice.” 

Others agreed with Behar, saying, 
“It’s your time to accept yourselves. 
Be proud, if your families don’t accept 
you, they are the ones who should be 
ashamed.” - 

As a journalist, I feel like I have 
to weigh in on this one, not only be- 
cause it is a hot topic and timely, but 
because I have known Joy Behar and 
have considered her a friend for over 
30 years. She has been, and continues 
to be, a fearless and tireless LGBTQ+ 
advocate. I also know that she shoots 
from the hip sometimes, however 
well intentioned. Having a platform 
on television is both a responsibil- 
ity and a liability in a way, as you are 
always a target for misinterpretation, 
no matter what you say. It comes with 
the territory. 

Behar meant well in the moment. 
I can say that with authority. But I 
will also say that when I read about 
the backlash over this episode on 
The View and what she said, to “just 


worked with in televi- 
sion, and I was afraid that 
she would see me there. And 


then what? Know my shameful, ter- 


rible truth? Tell my family? She was 
there too. No matter. I was petrified. 

I used to introduce my (then) long- 
time partner as my cousin. The staff 
in our apartment building in NYC 
thought we were sisters (or at least 
they pretended to go along with the 
story. ... We did look like we could be 
sisters, how convenient). Crazy now 
to think that I felt so guarded about 
something that most people take for 
granted (“Yes, this is my partner”), 
but at the time, you couldn’t talk me 
out of that hide and seek game. 

When I came out to Behar (circa 
2005), I literally threatened her over 
a lunch at Café Luxembourg on the 
Upper West Side. In a semi Sopranos 
moment I mumbled forcefully some- 
thing like, “I don’t care who you are, 
or if you are on TV. If you tell any- 
one, anyone — especially Meredith 
Vieira or anyone else I work with — I 
will never, ever speak to you again. 
Do. Not. Cross Me.” 

I’m surprised we stayed friends af- 
ter that, but we did. And she kept my 
secret until it wasn’t one. For years I 
was her opening act for her comedy 
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shows. We spent a lot of time talk- 
ing in long limo rides to gigs in At- 
lantic City and theaters around the 
country. Behar encouraged me to 
buy a house in the Hamptons. It was 
getting difficult to socialize and not 
disclose that I had a significant oth- 
er in my life. But it was not easy for 
me at the time to share that simple 
fact with just anyone. It took time to 
truly come out. A lot of time. After 
The View, when I was a producer 
(for eight years) at the Today show, 
I never talked about my personal life 
and only chose to disclose it in 2013, 
when my daughter was born. When 
she came out, I came out. I couldn’t 
and wouldn't hide that to the world 
or to her. How shameful. 

_ The point is, we all have our jour- 
neys and our goals — so how do we 
deal and how do we get there? I de- 
cided to place two calls — one to Joy 
Behar for some comments and the 
‘second to a counselor at the Edie 
Windsor Healthcare Center, Mau- 
reen Coley, who has been a licensed 
therapist for over almost 30 years — 
to talk about the coming out process 
and how the holidays ramp things 
up. Here are excerpts from those 
conversations: 


[Interview with Joy Behar] 


_ Joy, you took a lot of heat. Did 
you expect that reaction? 
_ Behar: I meant no harm. ...When 
I said “come out and see what hap- 
pens” I was trying to encourage 
people, I wasn’t telling them what to 
do ... people have free choice in this 
country. People have to decide for 
- themselves. Every situation is differ- 
ent. But I think of Harvey Milk and 
what he said, in a quote that I often 
refer to when discussing this topic. 
[Here is the Harvey Milk quote she 
sent to me]: “Every gay person must 
come out. As difficult as it is, you 
must tell your immediate family. You 
must tell your relatives. You must tell 
your friends, if indeed they are your 
friends. You must tell the people you 
work with. You must tell the people 
in the stores you shop in. Once they 


realize that we are indeed their chil- 
dren, that we are indeed everywhere, 
every myth, every lie, every innu- 
endo, will be destroyed once and for 
all. And once you do, you will feel so 
much better.” 

_ Behar: It pains me to read this 
quote, it makes me cry. To think 
that gay kids can’t be their authen- 
tic selves. I get that there are tough 
families. I don’t want anyone to be in 
an abusive situation. ... I accept the 
part that I shouldn't be speaking for 


‘the gay community, as I’m not one of 


them. I’m on the outside. But I also 
think I have the power to help — like 
if I speak up for Jews, I’m not Jew- 
ish but I can try to be helpful. That 
was my intention, to be helpful, to en- 
courage people to be their authentic 
selves. 


[Interview with Maureen Coley, 


licensed clinical social worker] 


How do you counsel someone 
who is thinking of coming out to 
their family? 

Coley: It’s very different if you're 
a college student coming home who 
is dependent on parents for finan- 
cial support or a place to live, that’s a 
real serious concern and maybe if you 
know your parents aren’t going to ac- 
cept that, it may be better to bide your 
time and wait. If you get the sense 
that they will be accepting but it might 
be uncomfortable, that’s ‘a different 
sort of risk level — different than a 


grown adult who is independent and 
self sufficient, who wants to be seen 
and heard. Personal circumstances 
are very important — it’s not just one 
monolithic experience of coming out ... 
and it has to be done on your own time 
frame. 


What are the upsides and 
downsides of coming out? 

Coley: Certainly the upsides are 
validation of yourself. It can be ex- 
tremely empowering to not feel as 
if you are harboring a secret which 
is usually stemmed in some kind of 
shame, so by letting go of that shame 
for yourself and being able to be 
more fully authentic in who you are 
— that’s very self empowering. Fam- 
ily relationships are important and if 
you're afraid you're going to lose that 
family relationship or if you think it 
will be altered or damaged, you have 
to be willing to be able to risk that. 


Are the holidays a good (or 
bad) time to come out? 

Coley: You have to think about 
what are you looking to get here 
and what are you risking. ... Are you 
looking to make a big announcement 
or looking to have a quiet conversa- 
tion with your mother individually? 
The truth is, most coming out is not 
a big huge announcement; it often 
is a one-on-one conversation with 


a person you love and say, “This is - 


who I love, and I want to share it 
with you.” : 


Any advice on how to frame it 
or how to say? 

Coley: It all boils down to the re- 
lationship you have with that person 
and what you want them to know 
about you —and are you in a place 
where you feel safe -and secure to 
share that deeper part of yourself. 


What is the biggest concern 
you see, and what do you ad- 
vise? 

Coley: The idea that you have 
to worry about being ostracized 
for just being who you are is a big 
weight that people can carry. I think 
it’s always important to help people 
understand what that weight can do 
to you that you don’t even realize, 
holding the secret, keeping part of 
yourself away from the people that 
you love is keeping you distant and 
separated. 

If you are harboring what feels 
like a secret that is filled with shame 
and that is extremely destructive to 
your own psyche, it’s important to: 
explore and investigate yourself and 
where you are at in your life so you 
know where you are going. 

If I’m counseling someone, I help 
them think through what is it they 
are really looking for — you may not 
get that, you may get better — and 
are you willing to do it anyway to 
be more truthful to yourself. While 
there are risks to coming out, there 
are also risks to not coming out ... in 
the end you can’t control it. 


It all boils down to the relationship you have with that 


person and what you want them to know about you — 


and are you in a place where you feel safe and secure to 


share that deeper part of yourself, says Maureen Coley.

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Legendary Photographer, Award-Winning Author 
and Pillar of Philanthropy Gerald Sprayregen

ith the magic of his camera lens, 
Gerald Sprayregen has person- 
ally witnessed many once-in-a-lifetime 
moments. Through his philanthropic 
endeavors, outspoken activism and 
having penned over 20 books during 
his illustrious career, he has shared 
many of his experiences and memo- 
ries with millions of people around the 
world. Notably, Sprayregen is among 
the foremost sports photographers. 
“There are many great sports pho- 
tographers around the globe,” Sprayre- 


gen says. “I have been very often fortu- 


nate to have been in the right spot at the 
right time.” 

The United States Golf Association 
commission honored Sprayregen by 
asking him to supply 40 images from 
his book Power, Passion, Honor and 
Glory for an exhibition that traveled 
the United States and Canada for four 
years. Thirty images from his book, 
The Soul of Michael Jordan and Com- 
pany (published by Random House) 
were selected by the Basketball Hall 
of Fame to comprise a one-man show, 
which ran for 18 months and was the 
longest running exhibition in the histo- 
ry of the Basketball Hall of Fame. These 
distinctions classify Sprayregen as one 
of the greatest professional sports pho- 
tographers to have ever lived. 

Since 2007, the Sprayregen Family 
Foundation (SFF) proudly supports the 
production of impact films with a so- 
cial conscience. Among these ground- 
breaking films is Thank You for Your 
Service, a documentary directed by 
Tom Donahue, that exposes the epi- 
demic of PTSD and suicide as it exists 
within the community of veterans re- 
turning from war. Rather than merely 
function on the financial end of the 
production, Sprayregen initiated the 
film getting made and his sheer force in 
all aspects of the endeavor made these 
war stories possible. When Sprayregen 
takes time away from sports photogra- 
phy, he spends his energy on helping 
others. 

In 2019, he founded the Gerald 
Sprayregen Charitable Foundation Inc. 
— a charity that supports educational 
programming, provides financial sup- 
port to college students and encourages 
student participation in democracy.

This foundation provided a grant to 
enact an emergency award program to 
support students who have experienced 
a personal emergency that has become 
a financial burden standing in the way 
of their educational pursuits. Sprayre- 
gen spearheaded efforts in facilitat- 
ing student retention toward program 
completion by removing problematic fi- 
nancial obstacles. “Through the efforts 
of my foundations, we have derived im- 
mense satisfaction and pride when we 
bring a smile to the face of any boy or 
girl who has almost forgotten how to 
smile,” asserts Sprayregen. 

His entrepreneurial side has led him 
to having published over 20 books. This 
Renaissance man has released award- 
winning books of sports photography, 
but in addition to that, his works in- 
clude poetic works as well as children’s 
books. Sprayregen is a major advocate 
for youth literacy with an emphasis 
on providing comfort and support for 
children and their families while in the 
hospital setting through children’s lit- 
erature. He started the annual Search 
for Creativity poetry and photography 


competition which is offered to three 
public high schools each year. He is 
very involved in giving back at his sec- 
ond home in Florida through the Kids 
Sanctuary Campus, a village of homes 
in West Palm Beach providing housing 
for at-risk, abused and neglected chil- 
dren in the foster care system. 

Another interesting project SFF is 
involved with is America the Great — 
a compilation of satiric cartoons from 
52 highly acclaimed. artists through- 
out the world who provide their im- 
pressions of former President Donald 
Trump through charged illustrations 
and text. Of the 52 artists, 22 of them 
have won Pulitzer Prizes for their car- 
toon work. America the Great begins 
with a preface tracing the history of the 
genre since 1776. All proceeds from the 
sale of this book are directed toward 
the initiatives of Sprayregen’s founda- 
tion, which support children’s literacy, 
the arts and social advocacy. 

In addition to the world-wide fame 
for his photography of sports legends 
including Michael Jordan, Tiger Woods 
and Jack Nicklaus, Sprayregen’s most 


recent photography project has taken 
him closer to home with a magnificent 
coffee table photography book titled A 
Beach for All Seasons: The Beauty of 
the Hamptons. This book is a massive 
320-page coffee table book that exqui- 
sitely captures the beauty of the Hamp- 
tons during the spring, summer, win- 
ter and fall seasons. This fascinating 
content visually documents the time 
he spent, during the initial COVID-19 


outbreak, traversing the highways and 


byways of his beloved East End. One- 
hundred percent of the proceeds from 
the sale of the book are earmarked for 
food banks and pantries, 75% of which 
is directed toward hyper-local food 
banks that serve the East End.Sprayre- 
gen remains active with the initiatives 
of his foundation and continues to 
write and create photographs while di- ' 
viding his time between New York and 
South Florida. 

He is also responsible for creating 
and implementing a special fund to as- 
sist the families of first responders who - 
lost their lives while working at Mon- 
tefiore Hospital in New York City dur- 
ing the COVID-19 crisis. Sprayregen’s 
twin brother, Dr. Seymour Sprayregen, 
is the chief of radiology at Montefiore 
Hospital. 

Sprayregan continues his philan- 
thropic efforts which he declares to be 
among the most rewarding experiences 
of his life and have become a very cen- 
tral and fulfilling focus to himself and 
his family. He continues to be the guid- 
ing force behind the foundation that 
bears his name. His passions for film- 
making, photography and poetry con- 
tinue to maintain his creative energy 
and strength to this day. 

Commenting on one of his favorite 
projects, Sprayregen remarks, “I’ve 
written, directed and produced a film 
called Economics 101, and being the 
ham that I am, I wrote in a small acting 
role for myself.” 

At an age past 80, when most people 
tend to slow down, Sprayregen is just 
getting started with new ventures such 
as the building of nine new residential 
homes throughout the Hamptons. This 
project was initiated in 2019. _
